Murder charge teenager appears in court 


A TEENAGER charged with the 
murder of a 21-year-old man in 
Oswestry has been remanded in cus¬ 
tody after appearing in court. 

Richard Adam Reece,18, of Lord 
Street, Oswestry, is accused of mur¬ 
dering Danny Jones, of Chirk, who 
died in hospital after being stabbed 
in Lord Street on April 24. 

Detective Inspector Steve Tonks, 
who is leading the murder investiga¬ 


tion, said the suspect was arrested 
in the Llansilin area, just across the 
border in Powys, at about 3am on 
Thursday. 

Mr Jones, a trainee accountant, 
suffered a single stab wound to the 
abdomen in the incident next to the 
Oak Street car park at about 
8.10pm. 

He was taken to the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital by ambulance, 


but doctors were unable to save him. 
Reece was charged with the offence 
on Saturday. He was remanded in 
custody by Shrewsbury Magistrates 
Court and ordered to appear before 
Shrewsbury Crown Court on May 7. 

Detectives working on the inves¬ 
tigation confirmed they have recov¬ 
ered a knife which they believe to be 
the murder weapon. Danny Jones 
was employed as a trainee account¬ 


ant at Oswestry firm Woodhead 
Consulting where he had only been 
working for just three weeks. 

In a statement the firm said: “He 
was a lovely lad, eager and keen to 
work. We were very pleased with 
him as a member of the team and 
everyone here is very sad and very 
shocked.”

Banks owned by Lloyds Banking Group in Church Street in Oswestry as well as in 
Ellesmere and Whitchurch are to become TSB banks and will be floated on the financial 
markets to a new owner. Last week a buy-out by the Co-operative group collapsed. 

Customer Peter Cook, from Bronygarth, near Oswestry, says he has banked with Lloyds 
for 45 years and now finds his nearest bank will be more than 12 miles away and is to 
lodge a complaint with the Financial Ombudsman. 

Mr Cook, who is retired, said the decision to include so many Shropshire branches would

Mr Poulter said in his response to The 
Alliance’s request: “None of the five wind 
farms before the inquiry would be depen¬ 
dant on the construction of another, and 
they could be operated independently of 
each other. 

“The proposals before the inquiry and the 
necessary grid infrastructure can therefore 
be distinguished from each other and said to 
be separate projects, not part of a single 
overall project. 

“This is not a case of artificial sub-divi¬ 
sion of a scheme that could lead to signifi¬ 
cant environmental effects.”

HOW BEST CAN WE PROTECT ADOPTED SON FROM 
UNPLANNED CONTACT WITH HIS BIRTH PARENTS? 

Q: My husband and I adopted our 12-year-old son nine years ago. He does not have any direct contact with his birth parents, although we send a letter and a photograph to 
them each year. I have heard that some birth parents use facebook to contact their biological children. As my son regularly uses facebook, is there any way we can protect 
him against unplanned contact? 

A: The usual procedure in relation to an adopted child having contact with their biological parents is that they can apply for their birth certificate and access to Court records 
when they are 18 years old (16 in Scotland). The child will also have access to counselling before they begin contact, and any contact that does occur is planned. 

Previously it was difficult for birth parents to track children down as they are not allowed access to records. In addition children are known by different surnames and can 
live anywhere in the country. However, the increase in the use of social media sites means that names, photographs and locations can all help birth parents to locate a child. 
Searches and friend requests can also provide valuable information. 

You are right to be concerned about unplanned contact as one of the main problems is that it not only contravenes the adoption guidelines but also risks disrupting your son’s 
life. 

It would be advisable for you to set out a structured plan outlining what should happen if contact is made. This will avoid any hidden surprises. You should also consider your 
son’s privacy settings on facebook to ensure he is safeguarded as far as possible from outside influences if contact does not go as ^nnedjt would also be wise for you and 
your husband to set your own privacy settings on facebook as high as possible.

“I for one am looking for¬ 
ward to the database of 
records being created to 
complement the archives of 
our own stored in the base¬ 
ment at the Guildhall.” 

The lottery funding will 
help meet the cost of the 
project, including the app¬ 
ointment of a project man¬ 
ager, as well as ensuring the 
archives are eventually 
available online for people 
wishing to research their 
family histories.

“The oldest grave is that 
of Sarah Fox, the first per¬ 
son to be buried at the ceme¬ 
tery on December 26, 1862. 

“The grave is showing 
signs of wear and the town 
council would like to see the 
stone repaired to commemo¬ 
rate the 150th anniversary 
of the cemetery.” 

The application added: 
“Part of the project will be to 
conserve and catalogue the 
documentary heritage of the 
cemetery.” 


Masons help disabled to go horse riding

A GROUP of Shropshire freemasons 
are helping to make sure disabled peo¬ 
ple don’t miss out on horse riding. 

Freemasons from Oswestry’s Lodge 
of St Oswald have donated hundreds 
of pounds to support the work of the 
Perry Riding School for the Disabled 
at Yeaton, near Baschurch. 

Members visited the school to find 
out more about what it does and how 
their donation of £500 will help. 

The cash was raised during a recent 
‘live steam’ model train event at the 
Freemasons’ Hall in Oswestry. 

The group’s £500 has already gone 
towards the purchase of a pony for the 
school, which has been named Oswald. 

The cash will also help pay for train¬ 
ing and equipping the pony to ensure 
it is ready to work with people with 
disabilities. 

John Hemming from the Lodge of St 
Oswald said the club’s donation had 
led to a similar grant from the 
Province of Shropshire Masonic Char¬ 
itable Association. 

He said: “The province has offered 
match funding and that will be pre¬ 
sented in June so in total the riding 
school will be receiving £1,000 which 
we hope will support the great work 
they do. 

“We have been aware of their work 
for some time. 

“During the steam model train 
event we have some disabled children 
visit and it was wonderful to see their 


faces light up when they saw the mod¬ 
els. 

“It got me thinking what else we 
could do to help disabled children and 
that is why the riding school was cho¬ 
sen. 

“They do a wonderful job and at the 
moment the pony we have bought is 
away training. It should be ready in a 
few weeks to come to the school. 

“The school do an excellent job and 
they were saying they have about 60 
people a week coming here and they 
are always looking for more volunteers 


to help out.” Jane Barker from the rid¬ 
ing school said the donation from the 
Freemasons would be put to good use. 

She said: “We do various things 
including horse riding, carriage driving 
and even equestrian vaulting which is 
like dancing or gymnastics on horse¬ 
back. 

“We do sessions throughout the 
week. We are always looking for volun¬ 
teers and for people to help push 
wheelchairs into the carriages we use 
for carriage driving for example. We 
can give training to volunteers.” 


School to 
be sold 
off minus 
heating 

A VILLAGE school which 
has stood empty since it 
closed four years ago will be 
sold off - minus a heating 
system which warms more 
than 20 homes. 

Ysgol Efyrnwy Primary 
School in Llanwddyn, near 
Llanfyllin, closed in 2009 
and will be put up for sale by 
Powys County Council in 
the coming months. 

The school houses a wood- 
fuelled system which warms 
23 homes, the school and 
community centre. 

Powys County Council 
wants to scrap the heating 
system, giving the 11 home- 
owners £500 compensation 
and an interest-free loan of 
£5,000 to put in central 
heating of their own. 

The council’s cabinet will 
meet next week to discuss 
the plans after conceding 
the system, which was only 
installed in 2005, was not as 
‘reliable as expected’. 

Councillor David Jones, 
the council’s leader, has 
written a report saying: 
“The former Ysgol Efyrnwy 
Primary School in Llanwd¬ 
dyn closed in 2009 and apart 
from some occasional use by 
the local community has 
remained out of use. 

“It was declared surplus 
in 2011 and offered for sale 
along with the associated 
district heating system. No 
offers were received and we 
are about to invite offers for 
the former school without 
the heating system.”

THE decision by the Shropshire 
Truck Show to relocate from 
Oswestry to Shrewsbury is bad 
news for the town’s economy.

Membership of Dial-a-Ride is for people 
who are unable to use public transport due 
to ill health, rural isolation, disability or 
wheelchair use. 

The Community Car scheme allows 
members to be taken further afield and 
again is operated using volunteer drivers. 

Bosses say the service has provided a 


vital link for the last 20 years. Laurel 
Roberts, chief officer at Qube, said: “We are 
very excited to be celebrating 20 years of 
Dial-a-ride. 

“We’re really proud of this achievement 
and very proud of the volunteer support 
that we have received over the years which 
has meant that we can continue to offer this 
service. 

“We currently have over 400 members 
and a strong team of 30 volunteer drivers 
and passenger escorts and we’re always 
pleased to welcome new volunteers.” 

Dial-a-Ride came about when the 
founders of Helpmates in Oswestry sought 
funding for a community transport initia¬ 


tive in 1992 to help the charity provide 
transport for those with mobility difficulties 
living in rural areas. 

By March 1993 a new mini-bus was pur¬ 
chased and training for volunteers began in 
earnest, the Dial-a-Ride service was 
launched on April 30 1993 by the area’s 
then MP John Biffen. 

An event took place on Tuesday where all 
past and current Dial-a-Ride volunteers 
were invited to Qube for tea and cake, and 
to take a look back over 20 years of this 
invaluable service.

Post office 
Giro Bank 
was a real 
trailblazer 

THERE is talk of the Post 
Office introducing a bank 
current account. It has been 
tried, and was so successful 
it was privatised. 

Giro Bank was estab¬ 
lished in 1968, 45 years ago. 
It was the first computerised 
bank, the first to adopt 
Optical Character Recogni¬ 
tion and the first to offer 
free banking, beating the 
much-vaunted First Direct 
by many years. 

Giro Bank’s system was 
based not on cheques, but on 
direct transfers between 
accounts, beating the old 
cheque clearing system by 
many days. 

In the early 1960s the 
majority of the population 
was paid in cash, did not 
have bank accounts and 
were labelled by the banking 
system as unprofitable. 

There were 22,000 post 
offices then and 3,000 
banks. 

The banks kept their tar¬ 
iffs secret, Giro Bank’s were 
published, the main one 
being free transfers between 
accounts. It revolutionised 
banking in Britain. 

Giro was not an instant 
success, it struggled before it 
attained the utilities, the 
government’s welfare pay¬ 
ments service, supermarkets 
and service stations. By the 
late 1970s one in every three 
pounds deposited in Britain 
was into Giro Bank via the 
post office. 

It also introduced ATMs 
to the country. 

Its only drawback was the 
fact that the term Giro 
cheque became synonymous 
with welfare payments, 
causing a serious snob fac¬ 
tor. 

The government reacted 
to the success of Giro Bank 
and the adverse reaction of 
the normal High Street 
banks by selling it to 
Alliance and Leicester (now 
Santander) for £1. Their 
first action was to stop free 
postage due to ‘customer 
demand’.

It is just 
tampering 
with the 
symptoms 

FLORENCE Nightingale 
(of Lady with the Lamp 
fame), was a strong sup¬ 
porter that a nurse should 
spend ample time giving 
hands on care to their 
patients. 

This basic function is as 
true today as it was then. 

However, Jeremy Hunt 
has once again fallen into 
the same trap as so many of 
his predecessors, namely 
attempting to spin his way 
out of trouble by tampering 
with the symptoms and not 
the cause, and responding 
to public demand by irrele¬ 
vant proposals which gain 
approval by the popular 
press. Effective nursing is 
about continuity of care, for 
if a nurse cares for the same 
patient day after day, it will 
be them that will notice any 
changes which may occur in 
that patient, not the doctors 
or consultant. 

The reality of the major¬ 
ity of NHS trusts today are 
unsafe low staffing levels, 
high proportions of agency 
staff, and a demoralised 
core nursing staff that is 
treated as if they are lucky 
to have a full time NHS 
contract. 

Making student nurses 
work as unregulated health 
care assistants prior to com¬ 
mencing training is a waste 
of time, for it is the very 
reliance on the lower cost of 
employing care assistants 
that is responsible for many 
newly qualified nurses not 
being able to secure full 
time permanent employ¬ 
ment after gaining their 
degree. 

If Jeremy Hunt wishes to 
improve patient care he 
could do no better than to 
stop treating the NHS as a 
“business”, and take a 
closer look at staffing levels 
in individual trusts. 

Production does not fol¬ 
low demand in the NHS.

Mr Smith said voluntary 
groups could be provided 
with assets or space from 
the council if they agreed to 
take on the responsibility of 
providing some services. 

He said the council’s new 
IP&E company had been set 
up to allow services to be 
operated in a less bureau¬ 
cratic way and reduce coun¬ 
cil overheads.

Job-finding workshop aims 
to help over 50s find work

WORKSHOPS have been held in 
Oswestry in a bid to encourage over 
50s who are out of work to develop 
their own businesses. 

Sessions were held in The Centre in Oak 
Street, Oswestry, by officials from national 
charity the Prince’s Initiative for Mature 
Enterprise to give people advice and mentoring 
to help them create their own businesses. 

It comes after a record 178 companies were 
formed in the Oswestry area during 2012 - a 
19.5 per cent increase compared to 2011. 
According to the figures there are now 3,300 
self-employed workers in and around the town. 

The course took people over the age of 50 
through the challenging process of preparing 
to run their own business, covering areas such 
as researching a business idea, planning 
finances, and how to market and sell a product 
or service. 

Carol Ewels, who is running the workshops, 
was herself made redundant in her 50s.

She said: “I lost my job after working for a 
large financial institute all my life. It was a 
tough time, but I would never go back to being 
employed. I love every minute of self employ¬ 
ment. 

“There is an every increasing number of 
people over 50 who are unemployed, people are 
living longer and want to continue working. 
Self employment is a way to do this.” 

Two of those on the course spoke about the 
difficulties of losing a job when aged 50. 

Arne Dale-Tensen, 59, said: “It is very diffi¬ 
cult to find work, you can have a lot of tools 
and experience but no employer will look at 
you because of your age.”

Power line through valley to 
go underground near village

NATIONAL Grid has announced that the route of a controversial 
power line through Mid Wales and Shropshire will go through the pic¬ 
turesque Vyrnwy Valley. 

But it has been promised that the cable connecting more than 500 wind turbines in 
Wales to the electricity network will be buried underground in the more sensitive areas 
around the village of Meifod. 

The valley was one of two options for the 30-mile long power cable, which will be built 
from Cefn Coch near Llanfair Caerenion to Lower Frankton near Oswestry. 

National Grid confirmed on Thursday 
that the other route, which would have seen 
the cable installed through the Peniarth 
Valley near the village of Bwlch-y-Cibau, 
has been discounted because of its steep ter¬ 
rain. Details of exactly where the under¬ 
ground section will run are being finalised. 

Work continues on the plans for the rest 
of the connection National Grid Mid Wales 
Connection project manager Jeremy Lee 
said: “A section of underground cable in the 
more sensitive areas around the village of 
Meifod seems appropriate recognising the 
beautiful landscape and rich cultural her¬ 
itage. 

Uncertainties 

“We understand people’s concerns about 
our plan, so we wanted to remove some of 
the uncertainties by letting everyone know 
these latest developments now.” 

The National Grid power plans for the 30 
miles of 400,000-volt cables, some on 46 
metre high pylons, have sparked wide¬ 
spread protests by communities in the area 
who fear the proposals, and the use of 
pylons in particular, will decimate the 
tourism industry and devastate farming. 

Leaders of the Montgomeryshire Against 
Pylons group say the latest announcement 
does not allay any of those fears. 

Montgomeryshire AM Russell George 
urged communities to remain united ag¬ 
ainst the power project. The plans are due 
before a public inquiry, starting on June 4.

Oak's loss 
may lead 
to change 
says WAG 

THE loss of a 1,200-year-old 
oak on the Shropshire bor¬ 
der has prompted an inves¬ 
tigation into whether laws 
protecting ancient trees 
should be strengthened. 

Experts described the 
demise of the Pontfadog Oak 
near Chirk as a significant 
loss to the area’s history and 
heritage. 

The oak, where legend 
says is the spot where Welsh 
princes gathered their 
troops to fight the English 
armies, was toppled by 
strong winds last week. 

Welsh Government bosses 
say they are now looking 
whether legislation should 
be revised to help safeguard 
veteran trees. 

Responding to a question 
at the Welsh Assembly from 
Clwyd South AM Ken 
Skates, First Minister Car- 
wyn Jones said officials in 
the Welsh Government and 
Natural Resources Wales 
were examining if tree 
preservation order legisla¬ 
tion needed to be strength¬ 
ened 

The Assembly chief also 
said inquiries would be 
made to see whether better 
advice could be provided to 
landowners with ancient 
trees on their property. 

Mr Skates said: “Protect¬ 
ing these important parts of 
our local history is worth 
doing because they help us 
to tell the story of Wrex¬ 
ham.”

Three finish firefighter training

THREE trainees have just completed 
a rigorous induction at a training 
school to prepare them for a future of 
fighting fires, rescuing victims after a 
car crash, or whatever comes their 
way in their new careers. 

Steve Weston, from Chirk, and Tommy Lewis 
and Shaun Evans, from Oswestry, have completed 
three months of basic training before joining the 
fire station at Oswestry, one of Shropshire’s 22 
stations crewed by on-call firefighters. 

Training included an ‘on the run’ day in which 
recruits tested their new found skills to the limit 
by wearing breathing apparatus and being sent 
into a ‘hotfire’ container filled with toxic black 
smoke with temperatures above 250C (482F). 

They also had to deal with two mock emergen¬ 
cies with an alarm sounding before they dashed 
to a fire appliance as they donned fire kit. They 
then had to follow strict procedures before putting 
out a car fire, skip fire and mock house fire. 

Former Marches School pupil Tommy Lewis, 
23, of Shrewsbury Road, Oswestry, said: “I’ve 
wanted to be a firefighter since I was 18. 

“This is something I’m not used to. You are out 
of your comfort zone but with training it will get 
easier. I do feel quite proud training to be a fire¬ 
fighter.” 

Running 

Father-of-two Steve Weston, 45, who works as 
a toolmaker at Richard Burbidge in Chirk, said 
that now his children were older he had the time 
to do what he wanted to do. 

He said: “I’ve always wanted to do this. I’ve 
always regarded myself as fit but you forget you 
are getting older. There is quite an age difference 
between me and the younger guys but I got 
through the fitness tests, passed the medical and 
I’ve taken up running three miles every other 
night.” 

As on-call firefighters they all hold other jobs 
and live or work within five minutes of their local 
fire station. 

They are expected to turn out at all times of the 
day and night to protect their local community,

and may even follow in the footsteps of Shropshire’s 
chief fire officer Paul Raymond who rose through the 
ranks after starting his career as an on-call firefighter. 

They will continue to receive ongoing training as they 
join the county’s 300 on-call firefighters who provide 80 
per cent of fire cover for Shropshire. 

Station manager Carl Franks, who oversaw part of 
the training, said: “This training is vitally important. It 
gives them the experience to deal with fires before going

onto a station to carry out the skills of a firefighter. We 
are teaching them to save people’s lives. You discover 
yourself and see the limits where you can go. 

“If we don’t teach them properly, the consequences 
can be severe. 

“When they come to us, they are still fresh out of the 
box, but we are training them so they can gain experi¬ 
ence but they will also have experienced colleagues with 
them when they turn out from their stations.”

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Book hints at Thatcher's Biffen error 



Whatever problems he had in Parliament, John Biffen, right, was secure on home territory- 
during the Thatcher years his general election majority never fell below 11,000.

Did Margaret Thatcher make a 
wrong call with former Oswestry 
MP John Biffen? 

As Britain’s first lady Prime Minister took 
power in 1979, Biffen who had represented 
Oswestry/Shropshire North since 1961, was a 
real asset, a monetarist and a thinker who 
landed a seat at the Cabinet table. 

One of the most distinguished parliamentar¬ 
ians of his day, he was a key architect of the 
monetary theories which underpinned Thatch¬ 
erism, and held a variety of high profile roles 
in her administration. 

But the authorised biography of Mrs

Thatcher, released just weeks after her death 
hints at the reasons why this was one political 
relationship which ultimately turned sour. The 
book by journalist Charles Moore - former edi¬ 
tor of The Telegraph, The Sunday Telegraph 
and The Spectator - is the first of two volumes. 

It covers the period from her birth in Octo¬ 
ber 1925 to what was perhaps her finest hour, 
with the victory in the Falklands in 1982, and 
so we shall have to wait for the second volume 
to learn the twists and turns which led to Mr 
Biffen being famously described by Mrs 


Thatcher’s spokesman as a ‘semi detached 
member of the Cabinet’. 

Following the 1987 general election Mr Bif¬ 
fen became totally detached - she sacked him. 

It was Mrs Thatcher who had brought him 
into her Cabinet. However, he blotted his copy¬ 
book by the cardinal crime of showing signs of 
‘wetness’. He had spoken of the need to have a 
‘balanced ticket’, which was seen as implicitly 
challenging her style of leadership. 

Mr Biffen was appointed initially as Chief 
Secretary to the Treasury, in charge of the con¬ 
trol of public spending. 

“This appointment was based on a misun- 
derstanding,” writes Moore. “Mrs Thatcher 


had a great respect for Biffen’s intellect and 
what she called his ‘ability to think laterally’ 
and believed, because of his opposition to the 
Heath U-turn, that he was at one with her. 

“She also felt motherly towards him because 
he had suffered from depression and had to 
step down from the Shadow Cabinet for a year 
as a result.” 

Moore says that Mr Biffen was grateful for 
her kindness over the episode. “But he was a 
Powellite rather than a Thatcherite by belief, 
and a quietist by temperament... He was not 
as much ‘on board’ as Mrs Thatcher thought.” 

It was not long before he was disappointing 
her. She wanted to play down unemployment 


projections, but he made a stand in saying it 
would set a damaging precedent to deny the 
information to the House of Commons. 

“The Prime Minister gave in, but her enthu¬ 
siasm for Biffen had now markedly dimin¬ 
ished,” writes Moore. 

His book also reveals that when Mrs 
Thatcher went round the Cabinet table in a 
crisis meeting in the immediate aftermath of 
the Argentine invasion of the Falklands, he 
alone was the only one brave enough to say he 
was against the dispatch of the task force.

Mating rituals attract a 
deadly stealth attacker

WHEREAS the sights of spring may 
well be a cheerful optical assemblage 
of young birds, fox cubs, butterflies 
and bees, the sounds of spring are 
often quite different. 

And although all the above will also feature in 
the audible soundtrack to most people’s Aprils and 
Mays, there is a particular sound that for me, 
defines the heralding of this fresh, new season bet¬ 
ter than any other. 

When we think of spring, we think of sunny days, 
the break of the drought of winter temperatures, 
reproduction and new life. The sound made by the 
animal (or more correctly, animals) combines all 
these. If you walk along a May-time hedgerow or 
the rough edge of a field, keep your ears open for a 
squeak or two. At various points you’ll no doubt be 
hailed by a franticly shrill piping, usually followed 
by a brief rustle before the sound starts again. 

Dramatic 

Be patient and hang around long enough and you 
will in all likelihood discover for yourself, the culprit 
- a field vole or shrew. You’ll need to choose a nice 
sunny, warm and calm day or you won’t be able to 
hear the high pitched noise over the swishing of the 
wind and the said creatures won’t be so inclined to 
use up precious energy in an otherwise chilly envi¬ 
ronment, especially when the prize is so big. 

Yes the charming chirping of these micro-mam¬ 
mals is full bloodied war in their world and it’s a war 
about sex. The mating rites of the territory goes to 
the winner in much the same way as rutting stags 
will fight over their females. 

This is a battle of life and death as dramatic to the 
individual species involved as it is to any large land 
mammal you can name. 

The problem is, is that when shrews or voles fight, 
they open themselves up to attack from their tradi¬ 
tional enemies, kestrels, cats, foxes and owls. These 
predators have superb senses and if us dully cog¬ 
nisant humans are attracted audibly and visibly to 
the presence of a shrew, you can be certain that the

keen eyesight and astonishing hearing of their natu¬ 
ral foes, will also be. 

So what does one need in order to hunt these elu¬ 
sive, yet noisy small mammals? The barn owl seems 
to have covered most of the bases. When they’re not 
fighting, shrews and voles Eire busy feeding, even at 
night. To help cloak the barn owl’s approach, hunt¬ 
ing in dim light or total darkness is a good strategy. 
The owl’s brilliant eyesight allows them locate 
quarry even on moonless nights. 

Sensitive, directional hearing helps locate con¬ 
cealed prey and they’ve evolved special wing feathers 
that muffle the sound of the air rushing over the sur¬ 
face of the wing in flight. This allows an owl to hunt 
by stealth, taking its victims by surprise. But it also 
allows the owl to listen for prey movements while 
still flying. 

And what about when our aforementioned quarry 
is spotted? It doesn’t make for encouraging reading, 
if you’re small and furry. The barn owl will dive head 
first on to its prey, stretching its feet out at the last 
second and shutting its eyes. 

A corn stalk, errant grass stem or flailing mam¬ 
malian incisor, could seriously damage an owl’s eye 
and so it has also evolved super sensitive hairs on its 
feet and around its beak and nose to help with 
achieving the correct grip without having to look. 

As far as evolution goes, it’s difficult to imagine a 
scarier adversary than a barn owl if one were a care¬ 
less vole or a cavalier shrew. Spare a thought for 
them as you wander along listening to their pitched 
battles at your feet.

Once you hit the road though the vehicle is a 
dream to drive and never feels underpowered. 

Air suspension helps you sweep over any 
road conditions with very little effect and there’s 
hardly any in-cabin noise - a far cry from the old 
model I broke my driving teeth on so long ago. 

A great high seating position means vision is 
excellent and you get to look over hedges and 
fences with ease to spot things that otherswise 
pass you by. 

Steering height and rake adjustment are 
complemented by plenty of seat positions so 
there is no excuse for not getting comfortable. 

The Discovery seats seven adults with com¬ 
parative ease though there’s not much boot 
space with all the seats in use, but the second 
and third rows fold down to leave a flat floor 
without the need to remove the headrests. 

The tailgate is split so that it can serve as a 


picnic seat or viewing platform but when the 
bottom half is down reaching for stored items 
becomes a real problem. 

I think Land Rover would have been better 
with a one piece lifting door. 

The test vehicle came complete with a dis¬ 
tinctive Black Design Pack with 20” all-black 
painted wheels and a host of black trim finishers 
and design details such as gloss black grille 
and fender vents. 

Customers also now have a choice of five 
additional body colours and two new interior 
trim enhancements, offering an even greater 
opportunity to personalise their car. 

The infotainment system has been upgraded 
to include the latest generation DAB radio and 
a new digital TV tuner, whilst the navigation sys¬ 
tem now comes with premium features such as 
Off-Road guidance and 4x4 interface as stan¬ 


dard. The Land Rover Discovery 4 features a 
host of intelligent technology creating a safe 
and comfortable towing experience so no won¬ 
der the caravanners were impressed. 

You get Trailer Stability Assist which automat¬ 
ically detects the presence of a trailer. Once 37 
mph is reached, the sensors monitor the behav¬ 
iour of the trailer. 

Should any swaying occur the system uses 
selective braking of the appropriate wheels to 
help correct any potential problem. 

In addition, Towing Assist, a next-generation 
reversing aid, is also included with the optional 
Surround Camera System, predicting the tra¬ 
jectory of both vehicle and trailer - guiding 
when coupling a trailer and providing a pre¬ 
dicted path for the vehicle when reversing by 
superimposing coloured lines over the image 
on the touch-screen.

Slump in league crowds 

WELSH Premier attendances have slumped this season by 
more than 15 per cent - the largest decrease in the league’s 
20-year history. The average attendance at the 192 games 
during the regular season was just 279, compared to 329 in 
2011/12. Among the casualties were champions The New 
Saints, who saw a drop of nearly a quarter in the average 
Park Hall crowd. 

Gates are now only marginally better than they were in 
the last season of the 18-club league when an average of 
276 spectators attended each game. The economic climate 
and the dearth of local derbies may be partially responsible 
for the figures, but it also shows that the league's Super 12 
format with its mid-season split is not appealing to fans.
